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0  Borrowers 


The  Library  Sub-Committee  beg  to  present  the  fol- 
lowing report : — 


2,341  new  Borrowers  have  been  registered.  The 
number  of  Borrowers  entered  on  the  Kegister  since  the 
opening  of  the  Library  in  1889  is  34,620 ;  of  these 
26,31 4  names  have  been  cancelled  on  account  of  death, 
removal,  or  non-presentation  of  ticket  for  renewal, 
^  making  the  number  of  tickets  in  force  8,306. 
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Public  Library  (Reference  and  Lending  Departments 
combined  ). 

The  number  of  Readers  and  Borrowers  was  1 19,622, 
the  Daily  Average  being  411;  and  the  number  of  Books 
issued  132,425,  the  Daily  Average  being  455.  The 
total  number  of  Readers  and  Borrowers  from  the  open- 
ing in  1889  is  1,646,813,  and  of  Books  issued 
1,792,281.  Of  this  total  of  Books  1,014,341  have 
been  Fiction,  and  777,940  Non-Fiction. 

Reference  Library. 

The  number  of  Readers  was  21,930,  the  Daily 
Average  being  75  ;  and  of  Books  issued  34,674,  the 
Daily  Average  being  119.  The  total  number  of  Readers 
from  the  opening  is  322,898,  and  of  Books  issued 
463,719. 

Patent  Office  Publications. 

1,176  Patent  Office  Publications  (Abridgments  of 
Specifications,  Illustrated  Official  Journal,  Law  Reports, 
and  Trade  Mark  Journal)  have  been  issued  to  122 
Searchers.  The  total  issue  since  the  opening  is  7,697 
to  891  Searchers.  The  Specifications  of  Patents  are  no 
longer  received. 

Victoria  Lending  Library. 

The  number  of  Borrowers  was  97,692,  and  of  Books 
issued  97,751,  the  Daily  Average  of  Borrowers  and 
of  Books  issued  being  338.  The  total  number  of 
Borrowers  from  the  opening  is  1,323,915,  and  of 
Books  issued  1,328,562. 

Increase  and  Decrease  of  Issue. 

Although  the  Lending  Library  was  open  289  days 
during  the  past  year  against  292  in  the  previous  year 
there  has  been  a  large  increase  in  issue.  In  two  of  the 
nine  classes — Theology,  and  Voyages  and  Travels — 
there  was  a  slight  decrease,  but  in  each  of  the  remain- 
ing seven  classes  there  was  an  increase,  the  total 
increase  in  the  Lending  Library  being  12,004. 
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The  Eeference  Library  was  open  291  days  against 
294  in  the  previous  year  and  shews  a  decrease  of 
336  Headers,  that  is,  a  Daily  Average  of  75  Eeaders 
against  76;  but  there  was  an  increase  of  1,254  in 
books  issued. 

Binding  and  Eepairs. 

1,481  volumes  have  been  bound  or  repaired,  in 
addition  to  minor  repairs  effected  by  the  staff. 

Catalogues  Sold. 

Of  the  Supplementary  Catalogue  (1892)  46  copies 
have  been  sold  during  the  year,  the  total  number  sold 
being  2,666 ;  of  the  Classified  List  (1895)  179  copies, 
the  total  number  sold  being  1 ,718  ;  of  the  Supplemen- 
tary Catalogue  (1898)  258  copies,  the  total  number 
sold  being  1 ,387,  and  of  the  Supplementary  Catalogue 
of  1900,  622,  total  sold. 

Fines. 

The  amount  of  Fines  received  was  £38  14s.  2d. 

Ticket  Cases. 

The  number  of  Ticket  Cases  sold  was  551  ;  the  total 
number  sold  from  8th  December,  1890,  being  8,277. 

Donations. 

Among  the  more  important  donors,  mention  should 
be  made  of  The  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  (23 
volumes,  and  continuation  of  the  Catalogue  of  Printed 
Books,  10  parts),  British  Museum,  Natural  History 
(4  volumes),  and  of  Mr.  Henry  Willett  (16  volumes). 


On  the  17th  and  18th  of  May,  a  deputation  of  five 
members  of  the  Library  Sub-Committee,  accompanied 
by  the  Borough  Surveyor,  visited  some  of  the  principal 
Metropolitan  Public  Libraries  to  learn  the  various 
styles  of  fittings  and  furniture  and  their  arrangement, 
in  order  that  when  designing  and  arranging  the  same 
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for  the  new  Library  they  might  adopt  the  most  up-to- 
date  of  their  several  kinds,  and  especially  to  obtain 
information  as  to  the  relative  merits  or  demerits  of 
both  the  "  Indicator  "  and  "  Open  Access  "  systems  as 
applied  to  the  Lending  Department.  The  result  of  the 
visit  was  that  the  Deputation  recommended  "  Open 
Access "  system  for  the  Non-fiction  section,  and  the 
"  Indicator "  for  the  Fiction  section  of  the  Victoria 
Lending  Library,  and  this  recommendation  was  adopted 
by  the  Council.
